Which Kind of Winter is Best? 


Theie have been fewer sleighing pailics this winter than 


usual, for obvious reasons. The groundwork foi the pleasant 
winter pastime has been lacking, for very seldom within the 
memory of this !>enei.ilion has thcie been less snow in most 
parts,of New England. In some of the higher altitudes there 


—has-beeii-snow-ettettgli-foi sleighmg-most of the time, but in 


many regions that are usually under snow 
from three to 


four months every year the ground has been bare a large part 
of (he time and the sound of sleighbells has been heard but 
little. The winter is not yet ended and there is still time for a 
number of lusty snow storms, but the season is so far ad- 
vanced that real wintry conditions, if they come, will he of 
comparatively short donation, quite in contrast with the avci- 
age New England winter. 


Undei the circumstances it is nafuial to consider what kind 


of winter is best for this pait of the counliy—one with plen- 
ty of snow, bringing benefits to some kinds of business and 
detriment to other-.;, so with wheeling the order on the high- 
ways and (he absence of construction to trains and trolley 
lines. 


Farmers are aware that it is better for their lands to be 


heavily blanketed with snow all winter long. This pi events 
the fros' from penetrating so deep and is much be lie i foi the 
roots of grass and winlei grain. The moving of coidwood and 
saw-logs is done easier on runneis than on wheels, and old 
buildings are much warmer when thoroughly banked with 
snow.

• But the railroads have no use foi the "beautiful." The rails 
cannot be loo clear for the movement of trains and liolley 
cars, and highways free of snow are appreciated by aLilomo- 
bilists in spite of the fact that llieir machines can plow [Inougli 
considerable depths and soon flatten the "white stull" clown 
into good roads for wheels. 


" And in Ihese days much more business is done on wheels 
than on runners, no mailer how good Ihe sleighing may be. 
I-'or getting about on the highways Ihe automobile is superior 
to the sleigh when the toads arc passable for it, and in the 
case of railroads there is no such thing as loo little snow. 
The bills for dealing the tracks in winieis when there is much 
snow are enormous, and in addition lo this the public is in- 
convenienced by Ihe delay of mails and freights. Consideied,

enough, if we may judge from the comments of the multitude.
